Two bills of general im- 
portance were passed today, one be- 
ing a senate bill to provide for the 
payment of claims of confederate offi- 
cers and soldiers whose horses, side 
arms, and baggage were taken from 
them by Union soldiers, contrary to 
the terms of surrender of Lee's and 
Johnston's armies. The amount to be 
provided in the bill is limited to $50,- 
000. The other bill was to confer au- 
thority on. the Spanish claims com- 
mission to send for persons and pa- 
pers, and to punish for contempt.

A Washington despatch says:

der. Owing to inequalities in length 
of routes, density of population and 
condition of roads, it is not feasible 
to fix an equitable rate of pay for car- 
riers, and if a maximum rate were 
fixed, sooner or later all the carriers 
would be getting that rate as the re- 
sult of political pull."

towns of Hillsboro, Newton, Plaistow, 
Danville, Hampstead, Salem, Atkin- 
son, 
Derry, Brookline and Frances- 


town; Suncook pond, in the town of 
North wood and vicinity: Kelly pond 
in the town of New Hampton; Turee 
pond, in the town of Bow; Webster 
lake in Franklin; the waters, bays or 
basins supplied by the Winnipesaukee 
river, between the dam at East Til- 
ton, and the Tilton and Bclmont rail- 
road bridge over said river, for a 
term of five years.

be no misunderstanding among fish- 
ermen, the commission Is now pre- 
paring tor publication a list of ponds 
aivj lakes closed by the legislature to 
ice fishing, as well as those closed 
by the commission, and those which 
will be opened to the sport after Feb.

selves at the beginning of the war 
against the intention of exerting any 
sovereignty over the island and prom- 
ised to withdinw our army as soon as 
peace was restored. 
In spite of this 


pledge wo have absolutely controlled 
the domestic affairs of the people and 
aitbougb perfect order has existed for 
two years, our army is still in posses- 
sion of the country." 


The remedy proposed by General Wil- 


son is immediate reciprocity with 
Cuba. Annexation, he maintained, is 
sure (ocome, but to meet the emergency 
he proposed removing the duty on 
Cuban imperial Ions and at the same 
time surrounding tho island with our 
own protective tariff on foreign ini- 
portat ioas.

l'*lalr Treatment Tlier K*eel'V«, 
At the recent New York Methodist" 


preachers' meeting the Rev. Q. EL 
Strobrldge, D. D., of Stamford, Conn., 
read a strong paper on the unfair treat- 
ment accorded to chaplains in the 
United States navy and criticised se- 
verely the abuses to which they are 
subjected. 


The pay of a chaplain is $2,800, with 


?100 ration money. This is his salary, 
however, only when he is at sea. When 
detailed for shore duty, his support la 
reduced to $2,300, and ".waiting or- 
ders" Is $1,900. 


When he is on shore duty, he la 


obliged to rent and furnish a house or 
apartments at high rates In some city, 
so as to be near to his place of duty, 
and all our naval stations are at placea 
where the living is costly. But the 
other officers who sit beside him at 1he 
table on shipboard, when they are de- 
tailed for shore duty, have sumptuous 
houses of ton and twelve rooms lavish- 
ly furnished provided for them in the 
navy yard at the expense of the gov- 
ernment. >iot only In their support, 
but also in their dress, the chaplains 
arc oppressed by an odious distinction. 


Three years ago a board was ap- 


pointed to devise a uniform for the 
chaplains. This board cons'sLed of two 
distinguished line officers ffT..d three 
chaplains. 
One of these chaplains 


was the only one of the twenty-four 
in the- navy who opposed tho use of a 
uniform. He brought in a minority re- 
port to that effect. The majority re- 
port advised.the adoption of a fair and 
reasonable uniform. The secretary of 
the navy accepted the majority report, 
and yot he was apparently so influenc- 
ed by the minority report that he mod- 
ified the recommendations of the ma- 
jority report to such a degree as to ren- 
der them largely nugatory. 


As a result of this action of the sec- 


retary the chaplains were given a sat- 
isfactory service uniform, but on dress 
occasions they are compelled to wear a 
Bluglo breasted, long tailed, ehad bellied 
frock coat. 


On account of this grotesque garb the 


chaplain is ignored at all official or 
drops functions among the olticera 
wlic-ther at home or abroad. 


Because this uniform of the chaplains 


is so essentially, indeed so absurdly, 
different from that worn by the other 
officers one of our most highly esteem- 
ed chaplains was ordered below decks 
by his admiral at the opening of the 
German canal at Kiel when Emperor 
William was passing and reviewing 
the ships assembled there. This dis- 
graceful 
Incident 
became 
known 


throughout the service. It is true that 
the navy department reproved the ad- 
miral, but that could not undo the 
wrong inflicted upon the chaplain. 
When the great land parade was given 
in New York iu honor of Admiral Dew- 
ey and the nation was thus expressing 
its joy in tho return of the brave war- 
rior and its gratitude to God on account 
of the victorious war, not a single chap- 
lain had a part in the parade either as 
a participant marching on foot or as a 
inciulw of the naval service riding in 
a carriage, and why? Simply because 
the uniform was not presentable. 


Congress should immediately increase 


the number of chaplains. The present 
figure, 
twenty-four, thought to be 


enough when our naval force was S.OOO 
men, is not sufficient with the navy 
now grown to 23,000. The result of 
this lack is that at present there are 
several of our larger ships at sea with- 
out chaplains, although one of our lead- 
ing admirals says this never should be 
so, and some of our shore stations are 
also without any. 
.-,„,,,. 


A crying demand today is that ivb'ii? 


reau for the chaplains be organized 
witliin the navy department 
Every 


other corps is thus provided for.-,-.,The 
chaplains have never had an official 
head from their own number, as is the 
case with all the other departments. 
For. instance, at the head of the sur* 
geons is a surgeon, at the head of: the 
paymasters is a paymaster, at the head 
of the naval constructors is a naval 
constructor, but over the chaplains is 
placed not a chaplain, but an admiral 
of the line, a perfect gentleman, of 
course, and a competent disciplinarian, 
but of necessity out of touch with the 
chaplains In the tastes and feelings pe- 
culiar to their profession.

Progress of Cremation. 


Incineration as a substitute for burial 


is opposed on sentimental groxmds, and 
these are harder to overcome than any 
other. When the question of burning 
the bodies of the dead was raised a 
quarter of a century ago for tho pur- 
pose of uniting its advocates- in a cam- 
paign of education, the opposition was 
positive and unreasoning. Many per- 
sons admitted that they were influenc- 
ed more by custom than by reason in 
adhering to burial, but they maintained 
that because they were repelled by the 
suggestion of incineration there, must 
be something more kindly in burfal 
than In burning. There is no doubt 
about the great number and influence 
of those who oppose the proposed 
change, but the sanitary reform is 
making its way slowly. Perhaps the 
•crematories which were erected in vari- 
ous parts of the- country have not paid 
as investments, but the number of 
cremations has steadily grown in all 
parts of the United Statcs.--Phllodel- 
phia Record.

lieTe tbe tramp or the unemployed tem- 
porarily Trith soup kitchens, street 
'cleaning or potato patches, but to make 
a dtfzen and taxpayer of him perma- 
nently. He needs money, land, work, 
Instruction and tbe touch of. A helping 
band, and the democracy of New Zea- 
land has been for many yean? attempt- 
Ing to perfect a system which it Is 
hoped will give him a chance to get all 
of these. The public gives nothing but 
the chance. It will help the mau if he 
will help himself. He must pay ulti- 
mately for everything. There is not a 
touch of charity, not even in the help- 
ing hand, for the man who is caved 
from sinking by this hand of tbe de- 
mocracy is himself a member of the 
democracy. With his very first stroke 
of work he begins to strengthen the 
democracy to help some one else. With 
that first "stroke he begins to be a tax- 
payer. What he receives he gives, aud 
this Is the golden rule of democracy— 
the reciprocity which our clumsy lan- 
guage calls equality. 


"In New Zealand we never gave six- 


pence," said Edward Tregear, secreta- 
ry of the labor burenu, "nor shelter nor 
even railroad fares for workmen and 
even for tbeir families but it must be 
repaid and is retained from the man's 
wages." Three departments are co-op- 
erating in this work of turning tramps 
into taxpayers—the department of pub- 
lic works, the labor department and the 
land department. The last can £ive 
these men all three of the things they 
want—land, work and money. Items 
like this from the Wellington Times are 
common in the New England newspn 
pers: "Tbe Auckland ageiit of the labor | 
bureau has received instructions to for-' 
ward additional party of twelve suita- 
ble workmen to the Poro-o-tarao-Ohino- 
moa section of the North Inland Trunk 
railway. Applications from men al- 
ready on tbe books will be received at 
the office of tbe bureau until noon to- 
morrow." 


The labor department, through the 


register It keeps of the needs of em- ' 
ploy«rs and employees and through its 
connection with the various depart- 
ments, the largest employers, can find 
work if any one can. The land dep irt- 
ment has charge of tho new county 
roads, and the public works depart- 
ment has railroads nnd bridges and 
other public works always under con- 
struction. A man Is sent to a piivat'- or 
public employer, ns the c.iso may be. 
Tbe work may be at the other end of

Most of the men who find refuge in 


the improved faim settlement* are of 
the classof ordinary la borers— "navvies"

them Is to teacn them how to work. 
The instruction given them Is not sim- 
ply how to work their land, as wa» 
ihown by a conversation I heard be- 
tween one of the settlers and the agent 
of the land department. This settler 
had been a carpenter and, being rather 
slow, had always found himself at a 
disadvantage In the labor market and 
had consequently betaken -himself to 
work on tka roads and settlement on 
government lani. He had eight chil- 
dren and 100 acres of land to look after 
and was doing well with both. Wheu I 
came to his pla'ce, he was building a 
bridge at bis own expense over the 
creek in front of his house. 


Each family has its separate home. 


The co-operation Is in the work, not the 
living. The preference always shown 
for married settlers In giving out road 
find other work is really a preference 
for children. One of the reasons xirgert 
for the resumption of tbe large estates 
when that measure was iu parliament 
was that it would help young people to 
marry. The political economy of New 
Zealand takes large account of the 
"baby crop." Single men arc forced out 
of the settlements rigorously if they do 
not comply to the letter with all Hie 
regulations. For instance, settlers must 
make Improvements in proportion to 
the money paid them for public work«. 
Single men are required to Improve to 
the extent of one-half of the wnges 
they receive, but married men to the 
e\tftit of only one-thin]. The enforce- 
ment ot this rule is strict and drives 
out the undesirable single men.— "The 
Newest England," by Henry Demarest 
Lloyd.

Llndsaj of Carmylie, a tiny seacoast 
town of Scotland, used a wireless sys- 
tem for sending message?, even patent- 
ing,the Inventio:^ says the !s"ew York 
World. 
Lindsay had conceived the 


Idea the year previously. He put it 
into successful operation in 1834, send- 
ing the first wireless message nt Ports- 
mouth. England. It was 
projected 


along the wall of an aqueduct. This 
message was sent a distance of 500 
yards. 
Five years later Lindsay sent 


other messages across the river Tay. 
a distance of half a mile. 


Before the British association assem- 


bled at Aberdppii Lindsay read a paper 
on wireless telegraphy iu 185!). This 
article; is preserved in the records of 
the British museum today. 


The real inventor of wireless telegra- 


phy was nn extraordinary character. 
By tho canny Scotch people of his im- 
mediate neighborhood he was regarded 
us bewitched. 
Koine said he held 


nightly communication with the devil, 
from whom he had learned all his 
knowledge of the black art. 
Lindsay 


was, 
however, only odd through his su- 


perior kuovvtedge, which stood out in 
such strong contrast to the common 
people around him that they could not 
but regard him as a marvel. Lindsay's 
Military room in Dundee was lighted 
by an electric lamp in l.Vi.j, and he pub- 
licly exhibited this form of li^ht in 
Dundee the same joav. 


Considering how far ahead of bis 


times Llnclsiiy was, he may be looked 
upon as one of the most remarkable 
natural philosophers who over lived, 
ranking with lluinboldt and Faraday,

The bureau of ethnology bat Invent- 


ed a new name for the North American 
aborigines, cays the Wasbiugtoii Post 
When Columbus and his contempora- 
ries first landed on tbe western conti- 
nent, they supposed they had reached 
the eastern shores of India for the sim- 
ple reason tbat, with their limited 
knowledge of geography, they could 
not imagine such a thing as an inter- 
vening continent lying within the vast 
expanse that separated western Eu- 
rope from eastern Asia. Xor was this 
notion dispelled until long after the ex- 
pedition of Magellan. Such being the 
view entertained by the early explor- 
ers, it was -only natural that they 
should name the* inhabitants of the 
new fotirid land "Indians." 


Xow, in modern times this term for 


the aborigines of Kprth and South 
America has caused endless ,confusion, 
especially among anthropologists nnd 
ethnologists. The Indian proper is the 
native of India and not cf the two 
Americas, and it Is by no means sel- 
dom that a person meeting with the 
term In books or hearing it spoken is at 
a loss to know whether it applies to 
the people of India or of the two Amer- 
icas. 


Having experienced the effects of 


this misleading terra, the bureau of 
American ethnology during the past 
year or two adopted the term "Amer- 
ind" lu the place of "Indian" in de- 
scribing the red race. This term has 
many advantages and is made up from 
the two first syllables of the word 
American and the first three letters of 
the word Indian, so that even to those 
who have never encountered the term 
its susrgestiveness and application are 
nt once apparent, and one can almost 
tell at fii"5t glance what it is intended 
to siR'.ufj. The word "Amerind" has 
met with general approval among an- 
thr"pologists all over the world, who 
have discarded the term "Indian" in 
itb favor.

T.hcn in some re- 
mote and unfrequented spot a safe 
landing can bo made for the discharge 
of the illegal freight. 


"Our quick willed friends may say 


that government aerial revenue cutters 
could do police duty in the skies, ar- 
re&t tho pirate by boarding him in par- 
achutes and drop down to the fast- 
nesses of prisons'on terra firma. Very 
good, but how about stolen flights in 
the night or even in the day through 
the cloud wracks? What a game ol

USE FOR KANSAS SUNSHINE 


Novel 
Experiment 
In 
Irrigation 


About to Be Made. 


On the farm of K B. Cowgill, near 


Great Bend, Kan., will bo operated 
next month a novel device for putting 
Kansas sunshine to work. This will be 
a solar motor, such us has boon used In 
experiments in Arizona anil California. 
It consists of a large radiator or re- 
fleeter thirty-three leet in diameter at 
the outer edge and sixteen feet at the 
inner, lined with mirrors which foeus 
on a boiler that occupies the position 
of a handle to the widespread umbrel- 
la of the reflector. The reflector is 
moved with Ibe sun by clockwork, be- 
ing suspended 011 a high derrick. The 
hca't is so intense near the boiler that 
wooden poles are quickly burst into 
flames. 


The operation of the device is simple. 


It is brought into focus by hand after 
sunrise b*' the pushing of a lever. In- 
dicators show when the true focus is 
obtained, and in an hour 130 pounds of 
stenm is. generated. The engine is then 
started by turning the throttle valvo, 
and the plant may be left to itself. The 
clockwork makes the reflector follow 
the sun all day. The oiling is automat- 
ic, and the boiler is filled in the same 
way. Being attached to a pump, such 
a motor can irrigate over a hundred 
acres. In the experiment near Great 
Bend the work will be done at wells 
that have never been pumped dry even 
by the best gasoline engines. It is be- 
lieved that with power to harness the 
sunshine of western Kansas and with 
a machine that \v«H work all day and 
cost nothing for fuel great results can 
be obtained. 


Tbe Mile* We Walk. 


How many miles a man walks in his • 


lifetime depends naturally upon how 
much he walks a day on the average, 
but the man who walks the least cov- 
ers a vast number of miles before ho 
dies. Some men walk two miles a day, 
some four or live and some as many as 
ten. If a man walks two miles a day 
and lives to be thirty years old, he will 
cover 21,900 miles. At the same age a 
man who walks three miles a day will 
have walked 32,850 miles. Almost ev- 
ery man walks between two and threo 
miles a. day Just in going about the 
house, the office, the shop and in going 
to and from the cars, etc. 


A man who walks live miles a day 


finds that at the age of thirty he has 
covered 5-l,7oO miles and at the- age of 
sixty 109,500. From this should, strict- 
ly speaking, be subtracted the few 
mouths or a year when he was a baby 
unable to walk, but the result would 
not be affected materially. 


Now, the circumference of the earth 


at the equator is only 24,899 miles, so 
therefore a man who at the ago of six- 
ty has averaged five miles n day since 
he was able to walk has walked 
enough miles to have encircled ,thCi 
earth four times and have a good 
many miles left over toward the fifth1' 
lap.

We buliew> that tiro 
vote of this labor party will come 
largely from the Democrats, but it is 
also claimed that a large proportion of 
the skilled laborers are naturally KP- 
publh ans. In any event the new labor 
party will inject an element of uncer- 
tainly into California politics."—Wash- 
ington Star.
